AGUILAR  with  Ms.  Mary  Ann  Cajano  has  completed  a handbook  of  legumes  of  the  Philippines  and  legumes  and  grasses  of 
Mt.  Makling.  They  are  not  yet  published.  They  have  completed  updating  the  nomenclature  of  the  legumes  of  the  Philippines 
and  legumes  and  grasses  of  Mt.  Makling,  also  yet  to  be  published.  They  have  completed  updating  the  nomenclature  of 
Philippine  Mimosaceae,  based  on  Nielsen,  and  Caesalpiniaceae,  based  on  Larsen.  They  have  almost  completed  updating  the 
nomenclature  of  Papilionaceae,  the  biggest  group,  except  for  the  problematic  genera  Dalbergia,  Derris,  Ormosia,  and 
Millettia.

BARKER  is  undertaking  a molecular  systematics  study  of  tribe  Indigofereae. 

BEYRA  M.  continues  her  studies  in  Phaseoleae  and  prepares  to  defend  her  thesis  on  Pictetia. 

CACCAVARI  is  undertaking  a pollen  study  of  American  genera  of  the  Piptadenia  Group:  Adenopodia,  Stryphnodendron, 
Mimosa , Piptadeniopsis , Goldmannia,  Piptadenia , Pseudopiptadenia  and  Parapiptadenia  and  needs  pollen  material  of  these 
genera.

CHEN  is  starting  a project  looking  at  the  taxonomy  and  geography  of  Leguminosae  from  Yunnan,  China.  He  offers 
specimens  and  seeds  of  Leguminosae  from  Yunnan. 

DEVINE  is  breeding  Trifolium  subterraneum  for  winter  hardiness  and  “Hairy  Vetch”  for  early  flowering  in  Maryland,  USA. 
He  needs  seeds  of  Trifolium  subterraneum  and  offers  other  materials  from  the  USDA  Germplasm  Collection. 

DOYGAARD  has  just  finished  a revision  of  Sphenostylis  and  will  soon  publish  the  results  with  drawings  by  Victoria  Gordon 
Friis. 

GOMEZ-SOSA  is  undertaking  a taxonomic  revision  of  the  1 1 tribes  of  Papilionoideae  for  the  Flora  of  Argentina. 

JAASKA  is  continuing  isoenzyme  phylogenetic  studies  of  Phaseolus,  Vicia  and  Lathyrus. 

KAPULER  has  established  a seed  company  dedicated  to  the  conservation  of  Biodiversity.  He  offers  seeds  of  certain 
Papilionoid  legumes  in  exchange  for  seeds  of  Papilionoid  legumes  not  represented  in  his  collection. 

KIRKBRIDE  established  a new  generic  name,  Barnebydendron,  for  the  illegitimate  homonym  Phyllocarpus  Riedel  ex  Tul. 
Barnebydendron  has  a single  species,  B.  riedelii  (Tul.)  J.H.  Kirkbr.,  which  is  rarely  found  from  Guatemala  to  Brazil. 

KIRKBRIDE,  GUNN,  and  Anna  L.  Weitzman  completed  their  study  of  the  fruits  and  seeds  of  Faboideae  genera.  The  1,424 
page  manuscript  was  submitted  to  USDA  Agricultural  Research  Service  in  September  1998.  Editing  of  the  manuscript  has 
been  completed,  and  preparation  of  the  plates  in  digital  format  is  now  underway.  Publication  is  expected  late  in  the  year  2000. 
All  Bean  Bag  Readers  will  receive  a free  copy  of  the  publication  when  it  is  available. 

KIRKBRIDE,  GUNN,  Anna  L.  Weitzman,  and  Michael  J.  Dallwitz  have  published  a CD-ROM  treating  the  fruits  and  seeds 
of  all  legume  genera.  The  data  were  collected  in  DELTA  format  and  are  accessed  using  the  INTKEY  software  of  CSIRO, 
Australia.  Six  hundred  and  eighty  seven  genera  are  accepted  in  the  database.  Nineteen  genera  lack  fruit  data,  and  33  genera 
lack  seed  data.  One  hundred  and  fifty  seven  fruit  characters,  127  seed  characters,  and  six  distribution  characters  are  scored  for 
each  genus.  One  thousand  three  hundred  and  fifty  four  generic  images  and  205  character  images  are  attached  to  the  database.

“Legumes  of  the  World”  will  provide  a factual  synopsis  of  each  genus  comprising  name,  author  and  date  of  publication, 
number  of  species,  geographical  range,  etymology,  ecology,  important  references,  pertinent  notes  and  illustration  source. 
Many  genera  will  be  illustrated  for  the  first  time  by  coloured  photographs,  paintings,  line  drawings  or  a combination  of  these. 
The  book  is  intended  as  an  illustrated  supplement  to  the  “Advances  in  Legume  Systematics”  series  and  will  be  published  as  a 
book  in  summer  2001  .Those  looking  forward  to  the  publication  of  this  book  can  help  by  going  through  their  photograph 
collection  and  digging  out  quality  slides  of  beautiful,  rare  and  little-known  legumes  and  sending  them  (either  on  loan  for 
duplication  or  as  a generous  gift)  to  Gwil  Lewis  at  Kew.  Photos  used  in  the  book  will  be  duly  acknowledged. 

PEDLEY  is  preparing  a conspectus  of  Acacia  subgenus  Acacia  in  Australia  and  a revision  of  Alysicarpus  in  Australia.  Both 
are  well  advanced. 

MENDEZ  PEREZ  is  studying  variability  of  Bituminaria  bituminosa  (L.)  Stirton  ( =Psoralea  bituminosa  L.)  in  the  Canary 
Archipelago,  both  morphological  and  agronomical  aspects,  oriented  to  its  use  as  a forage  crop  and  is  interested  in  information 
and  also  seeds  of  populations  outside  the  Canary  Islands  to  compare.
